The official birthday of Westeel Limited was the year 1905. The company, founded by W. J. McMar- 
tin, began modestly in a tiny metal shop situated on the banks of the Seine River in Winnipeg , 
Manitoba . It was first known as “Winnipeg Ceiling and Roofing Company”. By 1930, the company 
had formulated a vast manufacturing network system which was known by the trade name 
“Westeel”. It included plants at Regina, Calgary, Edmonton , Saskatoon , Vancouver , Toronto , and 
Montreal , as well as Sales Offices in Halifax , Quebec City, Ottawa , Brandon , Swift Current, 
Lethbridge and Grande Prairie. In 1945, the company name was changed to Westeel Products Lim- 
ited and the various names of previously acquired companies were dropped. Westeel Products Lim- 
ited purchased and amalgamated with Rosco Metal Products Limited and in 1965 Westeel Rosco 
Limited was formed. Today Westeel's Standard-Corr grain bins continue to be sold with the WES- 
TEEL-ROSCO stenciled name identification. In 1978, Jannock Limited, a public company headquar- 
tered in Toronto , became the major shareholder and parent company of Westeel. September 15, 
2003 marked another change for Westeel Limited, when it became a wholly owned subsidiary of 
Vicwest Corporation. Effective June 2004, Vicwest Corporation became a publicly traded company 
on the TSX. Today, Westeel is a thriving manufacturer of Steel Storage Containers and maintains 
five manufacturing facilities in Olds , Alberta ; Saskatoon , Saskatchewan ; Regina , Saskatchewan ; 
Tisdale, Saskatchewan; and Winnipeg.

questions. Shortly thereafter, | received a very 
nice e-mail with all my questions answered, as 
follows: 







































Twigs first acquired the contract for the gift shop 
in the Fairbanks Airport in 1996. They then pur- 
chased 3,000 of these wooden tokens. The tokens were all given out during 1996-1997 to travel 
agencies and various other groups to distribute to their customers and supporters. 


At that time, the gift shop could be visited before going through security. However, with new secu- 
rity issues and the resultant remodelling of the Fairoanks Airport, the gift shop is now only accessi- 
ble to those travellers who have purchased tickets and who have been cleared through security. 


These woods were a one-time only promotion. Colour of ink on both sides is black. The size is the 
standard 1-1/2 inch or 38mm. 


My sincere thanks to Kathy of Twigs Alaskan Gifts for sending me the above information.

Norm's catalogue lists this wood as Cambrose, Alberta, FAIR / PIPE CAPITAL OF THE WORLD, 1963, BL/BL, round 38mm wood. The 
Camrose Regional Exhibition has played an integral role in the City of Camrose and the surrounding rural area since 1908. Formed un- 
der the Agricultural Societies Ordinance, the original objective of the Exhibition was to encourage improvements in agriculture, horticul- 
ture and homemaking and thereby improve the quality of life in the agricultural community. To meet this objective the Society estab- 
lished. From these simple beginnings the Camrose Regional Exhibition (CRE) has evolved into a dynamic organization that provides a 
variety of programs & services. The CRE is the largest event. 


Mission Statement 


To provide facilities and services to the Agriculture, Recreation, and Education industries and to support the continued growth and de- 
velopment of rural and urban Alberta. 


Organizational Structure 


The Camrose Regional Exhibition is governed by a 18 member board of directors, 15 who are elected from the membership and 3 who 
are appointed. The three who are appointed represent the following organizations: The City of Camrose (Alderman), The County of Cam- 
rose (Counsellor), and The Camrose Chamber of Commerce (Director). The President and the Executive are elected from within the 
board of directors by the board of directors. All managerial duties are carried out by the General Manager, Wynn McLean, who reports 
directly to the President. 


Staff and Management 


The Camrose Regional Exhibition is the proud employer of 16 full-time staff. The CRE is led by the General Manager (Wynn McLean) and 
his management group. Management group members include Tammy Wollman - Finance. The management group is supported by a 
training & special projects coordinator, a catering coordinator, an event coordinators and an administrative assistant. The operations 
crew consists of nine dedicated men and women. 


Major Programs and Events 


The CRE operates virtually 365 days a year with more than 350 days spent hosting events and programs. On many of the 350 days 
there are multiple activities taking place. During the course of a year, between 250,000 and 300,00 people visit the CRE site to take 
advantage of the programs and events that are offered. The Exhibition produces and facilitates approximately 1200 events, training 
and program days annually. 
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Volunteers 


The CRE is a volunteer-based organization that is wholly dependent on the availability of large numbers of dedicated, skilled volun- 
teers. The CRE annually accesses the services of approximately 2000 volunteers. These volunteers are involved at all levels within the 
organization. 


Our Board of Directors, as well as our major event committees are made up of members of the community who contribute their time 
and expertise. Other volunteers dedicate their services in areas such as hospitality provision, operational assistance, event production 
and gaming. 


alton Fire Protection District 
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This wooden nickel was from the Walton NY Fire- 
men’‘s Centennial, June 13-20, 1965. The wooden has the insignia and dates on one side with info on redeeming at Centennial Head- 
quarters on the other. The wooden nickel is just under 1-1“ across. It is a little dingy but sturdy, intact and with vivid writing and graph- 
ics. The mission of the Walton Fire Protection District is to respond to fire, hazardous materials, medical and other emergencies. To 
mitigate the threat to life and property from fire, illness, injury and other emergencies through education, prevention, community pre- 
paredness, emergency response and recovery programs. The Walton Fire Protection District is committed to protecting the citizens, 
visitors, property and the environment within our community. 


Located in the southern end of beautiful Boone County, Walton Fire District covers over 28 square miles including interstates | 71 and | 
75. The department protects over 12 thousand citizens within its boundaries as well as providing mutual aid responses to the sur- 
rounding areas of Boone, Kenton, Grant and Gallatin counties. Walton Fire district consists of mixed residential, large warehousing, 
industrial, and some commercial retail. 


Made up of career, part-time, and volunteer personnel, the district utilizes 2 stations to provide fire suppression and advanced life sup- 
port. Station 1, located at 12600 Towne Center Drive and Station 2 located at 261 Shorland Drive in Richwood, are staffed 24 hours a 
day. Station 1 houses 2 engines, 2 ladder trucks, brush truck, hazmat truck, and 2 ambulances. Station 2 houses 1 engine and 1 am- 
bulance. 


In 1880 Walton had the first known organized firefighters. They were known as the “Bucket Brigade”. There were 12 cistern built along 
the roadside to be used only for fighting fires. These cisterns were used until 1936 when the City installed a water system.In 1898 
Walton had only 2 paid fireman. The first fire chief, Taylor Stilley and his assistant chief Eugene DeMoisey. These two men were paid 
$2.00 for every fire they went to. 


According to the recorded minutes of the Walton Board of Trustees meeting June 4, 1902 the following were present: J. T. Booth, chair- 
man, G. W. Ransler, Cyrus Coffman, J. M. Stamler, and J. L. Adams, and W. L. Rouse, Clerk. During this meeting the following motion 
was recorded: “Mr. Alford Stephens take charge of the fire engine for one year for $15.00 and $1.00 for each time he takes it out for 
fire provided if said Stephens does not keep said engine clean, and primed and in working order at all times he is not to have any com- 
pensation whatever. The money is to be paid at the end of the year”. A. R. Hance was the town Marshall and tax collector and John G. 
Tomlin was the city’s attorney.

In 1947 the Walton Volunteer Fire Department was formed. The Ladies Auxiliary of the Walton Fire Department was formed in 1952. 
These ladies did a great job of assisting the Volunteers by providing hot meals, coffee and soft drinks during emergencies. One of 
those times was in 1957 when there was a train derailment that took five days to clean up. During that time the Ladies served meals 
to the Department, the train crews and others helping. The Ladies were also on the job at all the Firemen's Picnics. They served the 
food and made cake and other goodies for the Bingos and other functions. 


One of the most destructive fires in the history of Walton struck on April 9, 1971. The fire was caused by trash fire that got out of hand 
and was spread by the wind to one business to the next. The fire hit the businesses of the Boone County Drug Store, the Village Barber 
Shop, an adjoining house known as John's Place, and the Walton Garage. The damage estimated $250,000. Because of this fire an 
Ordinance was put into effect. This Ordinance stated the no person or persons will be able to burn trash. 


On March 4, 1972 Ernest Perry, Ronald Swiger, and Anthony Garcia died in a small plane crash. The plane crashed into a hillside in a 
pasture just off High Street on Leonard Clifton's property. Willard Martin said that he saw the plane come straight down and crash into 
the hillside. The plane hit so hard that it drove the motor deep into the ground, and it tore off the wings and tail section. The fire from 
the wreckage was so minor that it only took two small fire extinguishers and four buckets of water to put the flames out.

David found a perfect 
box to accommodate 22 pages of rounds and 3 small packages of flats. Again, they are offered at 
65¢ each which is $338.65 for the lot plus postal. The postage varies from location to location. To 
ship to Toronto is $17.82, and places West of Toronto go down in shipping costs from here, and 
places East go up. International shipping is in a world of its own and needs customs papers too, so 
David’s first preference is to sell this land domestically.
